MAKE APPLICATION 


Passage of the order follows upon 
an application for same, made by

Representatives interviewed Pre- 
mier Aberhart and George B. Hen- 
wood, K.C., deputy attorney gen-

The two cities were given power 
to adopt the Fortin plan, in charter 
amendments, passed at a_ recent 
legislative session. Prior 
amendments and the plan, becom-

The Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners examined the qual- 
ifications necessary under the act. 

Following this examination, the 
board recommended to the govern- 
ment that the application, ap- 
proved by 60 per cer of the bond- 
holders, be approved for each of 
the cities.

IDEAL METHOD 

While the setting up of credit! 
machinery through co-operative) 
credit associations by the farmers 
themselves was the “ideal” method 
to remedy this situation, this took 
study and experience. 

In the meantime Mr. Nicholson 
declared it was the duty of the Do- 
minion government to provide ade- 
quate loan service at reasonable 
cost. This service could be taken 
over gradually as a co-operative 
enterprise. 

In other countries credit was 
being provided farmers at low cost 
and as these countries are com- 
petitors of Canada in world mar- 
kets, “the Canadian farmer is at a 
disadvantage before he puts his 
product on the market.”

THE UNION IN DISUNION 

Alberta's political merger does not seem to 
be merging very well. The present prospect is 
that it may go to pieces, if it hasn't gone already. 
For the basic reason that the architects planned 
to build a political structure without any foun- 
dation. 

On Friday representatives of the Conserva- 
tive, U.F.A. and People’s League groups met in 
Calgary and planned to set up a control body for 
the merger, whose business it would be to choose 
a leader for the coalition and draw up a plat- 
form. The Liberals were invited to choose four 
members of the joint-executive, each of the 
other groups to have the same number. 

The Liberal executive met in Calgary the 
following day and declined, with or without 
thanks. They decided that, while willing to 
co-operate with other groups where there was 
an actual basis for co-operation, the Liberal 
party should stay Liberal, maintain its identity 
under its own leadership—and, presumably, 
preach Liberal doctrine openly, honestly and 
aggressively. 

If the latter is what the resolution means, the 
executive is to be congratulated, and Liberals in 
the rank and file of the party will applaud the 
decision. The merger plan looked from the first 
like nothing more than a scheme to take the 
Liberal party into camp, divest it of distinctive 
ideals and ideas, and use it to hoist its bankrupt 
associates into power. 

Friday’s proposal that the partnership be 
formally executed by placing the Liberal party 
on the same footing as each of the other three 
groups—two of which have not a single repre- 
sentative in the legislature and the other only 
two, and not one of whom has any platform to 
offer to the public—showed this to be the pur- 
pose and the nature of the proposed merger. 

Opposition groups in the legislature, and out 
of it, have a mutual desire to put the Aberhart 
Government out of office. To that mutually 
desired end they can co-operate ‘as occasion 
requires without any union or brain-trust, and 
it is to be supposed they will do so. Beyond 
that they have nothing in common in the way 
of political objectives. Talk about setting up 
a “responsible and progressive government” 
sounds fine. But what does it mean? Just how 
“progressive” a government—and “responsible” 
to whom—do Alberta Conservatives, the U.F.A. 
party and the People’s League want to set up?

Current Comment 


“P.R.” COMES TO NEW YORK 
Whatever may be the advantages of propor- 


tional representation voting, New York City 
doesn't know about them—yet. Thirteen days 
after the civic elections even the “first choice” 
totals for members of the City Council are un- 
determined. On the other hand, it learned all 
or most of the disadvantages in about the first 
forty-eight hours. Among them, as listed by 
Mayor La Guardia, whose re-election was not 
mixed up with P.R., are sabotage, bribery, fraud, 
and plain and fancy cheating, resulting in 
arrests, discharges, impounded ballot boxes, in- 
vestigations, Grand Jury trials, and an endless 
confusion of incidents, charges and counter- 
charges. 

What may seem to be a greater disadvantage 
from the view of an impatient electorate, and as 
yet unmentioned by the Mayor, is the matter of 
the cost. There are 1,680 “canvassers” at $10 
each per day engaged in the count, and above 
them a few seore supervisors and officials at un- 
quoted stipends. That means something more 
than $16,000 a day, exclusive of police super- 
vision, detective investigations and other fraud- 
control measures, or at the minimum $184,800 to 
date, and the end nowhere in sight.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail. 


FLOATING CANNERIES 

Japan has been operating 26 floating can- 
neries off the North American coast this year, 
according to Mr. Harry Stuhr, representative of 
the Alaska Fishermen's Union, in placing the 
facts before the State Department at Washing- 
ton. These floating canneries have been taking 
the salmon that would normally return to British 
Columbia and Alaska rivers to make up the runs 
on which Canadian and United States land can- 
neries operate. The Japanese are now beginning 
to cut in on the halibut banks off our northern 
coast upon which are based the fishery indus- 
tries of Prince Rupert and other ports. 

But Canada and United States are not alone 
in being subjected to Japanese invasion of their 
fisheries. Australia faces a similar threat to her 
pearl and trochus shell industries. The extent 
of Japanese poaching operations has resulted in 
the Australian government commissioning a 
patrol vessel. Off the Australian coast as in these 
northern waters, it has been found poaching has 
been carried on in an organized, large-scale man- 
ner, that indicates it is not without the know- 
ledge and eyen the active support of the Japan- 
ese government. 


Australia has been moved to protest diplo- 
matically at Tokyo. Labor organizations along 
this coast have taken the lead in rousing the 
public to the menace to one of our chief indus- 
tries. The Canadian and United States govern- 
ments should not be found lagging in any efforts 
to safeguard our coastal fisheries.—Victoria 
Times. 


DESPERATE ITALIAN FINANCES 


Italy's finances have been shrouded in mys- 
tery since the beBinning of the Abyssian cam- 
paign; all that is known is that they are hope- 
lessly unbalanced by the cost of the Abyssian 
war estimated at £150,000,000), of intervention 
in Spain, and of military preparations. The 
normal financial resources are exhausted; but 
what is perhaps even more serious, the money 
to be raised by this desperate method is needed 
to pay for enterprises from which no return 
can be expected; Abyssinia will be productive, 
if ever, only at the cost of heavy capital invest- 
ment, and it is difficult to see that Italy has any 
sufficient reserves dt her command. The Italian 
people are paying heavily for a policy directed 
purely at military prestige; prestige is the only 
return it can give. Since one-half of the levy 
can be paid by the issue of stock to the gov- 
ernment, the state will become directly inter- 
ested in industrial enterprises, acquiring five 
per cent of the capital in innumerable under- 
takings. And since most companies will only 
be able to pay with the assistance of bank loans, 
the levy will have a further inflatory effect 
on the Italian price level which, despite great 
efforts to control the prices of such essential 
commodities as olive oil, is already estimated 
to have risen by at least 20 per cent this year.—

THIS FREEDOM 

It is both interesting and important to ob- 
serve that this modern threat against one of the 
fundamental civil liberties of a free people takes 
exactly the same form as did the first assaults 
upon the freedom of the press in the early days 
of printing. Both in Alberta and Quebec they 
represent the desire of governments to rid them~ 
selves of criticism, or of the expression of views 
which run counter to their own. Freedom of 
the press is. only one of the means by which 
this end is sought by governments. Freedom of 
the press is only part of the problem. Other 
of its facets are seen in such constitutional rights 
as freedom of speech, freedom of public meet- 
ing, freedom of association. In Canada at the 
present time it is the press which is chiefly in 
question, though the Quebec law also gives gov- 
ernment the power to stop all meetings at which 
views they dislike may be expressed. 

A common defence of these scandalous laws 
is that they represent the views of constitutional 
legislative assemblies, duly elected by a major- 
ity of the people. The people, they say, want 
these laws, and they have passed them. But 
no democratic assembly has the right to deny 
free discussion of government by the pople, and 
it is by that constant, continuing process that 
the changing views of an electorate are made 
known. If any legislature has the right to abol- 
ish this freedom, it has the power to establish 
itself in power forever, and this is exactly what 
the European dictatorships in Russia, Italy and 
Germany have done. In Germany the Hitler 
regime was established by due process of law. 
It assumed power lawfully. Having done so, it 
took quick action to see that no opposition could 
ever do the same. It is this same position ex- 
actly which the Canadian people now face, 
though in form it is not yet so acute, 

Through slackness we are on the edge of 
jeopardizing this very percious possession. The 
custom and practice of liberty have become so 
much a habit that there are many who no longer 
realize its essential value to use. We have 
grown stale. This fact is now widely known, 
and immediately begins the drive of self-seek- 
ing politicians to establish themselves in power 
by the temoval of all possible instruments of 
criticism. It is a story as old as the history of 
liberty itself. It is indeed older, for before

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

Probably you are all familiar with the term 
chill. While a chill is not very important of 
itself, it is often the first symptom of more ser- 
ious trouble. For this reason it pays to heed the 
warning signal and the wisest thing you may do 
is to stop everything and take care of yourself 
as soon as you notice a chill developing. 

Chills are closely associated with such dis- 
orders as influenza, pneumonia and colds, and 
in all these disorders you cannot begin to take 
care of yourself too soon. Such diseases may 
run a relatively simple course if treated correctly 
from the beginning, but may, if neglected, pro- 
duce various complications. The old saying, “A 
stitch in time, saves nine,” applies very aptly to 
chills. 

When a chill occurs, we are familiar with 
the ordinary symptoms, The patients feels cold, 
regardless of how warm the room. He often 
shakes from head to foot, shivering as though 
he were freezing, his teeth chatter and rattle 
in spite of himself, goose flesh rises on the skin, 


‘the face is pale, and the skin feels cold and 


clammy. It is very easy to see these signs, but 
what we do not see is that most of the blood has 
been withdrawn from the surface and sent into 
the interior of the body. 

Many diseases are likely to start with a chill. 
From a chill alone it 1s difficult to know what 
other trouble may develop, and the best plan is 
to take no chances but to begin an eliminative 
treatment immediately. Chills are so closely 
associated with fever that it is customary to 
mention the two together. Thus, in malaria, the 
main symtoms are severe chills followed by 
fever. 

The patient with gall stones, or the one with 
a chronic inflammation of the gall bladder, may 
be troubled with intermittent chills. Any dis- 
order of the breathing passage such as a cold, in- 
fluenza, bronchitis or pleurisy, is likely to begin 
with a chill. Indigestion, measles and mumps 
and also many other disorders may start in the 
same way. A chill is sometimes due to nervous 
excitement, or to emotional stress, as for example, 
the chill seen in stage fright. 


As a method of precaution, when you ex- 
perience a chill, start treatment at once. 
principal idea is to bring the blood to the sur- 
face of the body and to start a good sweat. The 
quickest way to do this is to get-into a tub full 
of hot water—add more water from time to time 
so that the bath does not become cool. Generally 
this is all that is necessary to stop a chill. Usu- 
ally, as soon as you get warmed up and begin to 
sweat a little, you will feel much better. The 
next thing to do is to dry off well. 

At this point, while still in the warm bath- 
room, take an enema, using the water as hot as 
may be borne. When the colon has been 
cleansed, wrap up in a blanket and then go to 
bed and have some other person put plenty 
woolen blankets over you, put a hot water bottle 
at the feet, and give you hot lemonade to drink. 
Keep the shoulders well covered. Stay in the 
blankets for several hours, until a copious per- 
spiration has taken place. Then stand in a warm 
room, sponge off with tepid water, put on dry 
pajamas, and climb back into a dry bed. Fol- 
low this with plenty of fruit juice and plenty 
of sleep, and you will often cut short th> time 
you are sick. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Amy K. writes: “Since getting 
over an attack of the ‘flu I seem to be very weak. 
Regardless of whether I rest or work just can’t 
seem to get my strength back. I also have a 
dull, heavy feeling on the upper right hand side, 
over what I imagine is the gall bladder.” 

ANSWER: Pronounced weakness is one of 
the very common after-effects of influenza. 
Many patients also report the onset of symptoms 
indicating a gall bladder involvement during 
convalescence from this disorder. While the 
patient may appear to throw off the attack of 
influenza within a few days, this disease has a 
tendency to cause a marked weakness for several 
weeks which is only very gradually replaced by 
normal strength. 

QUESTION: O. G. F. states: “I am troubled 
so much by soft corns which form between my 
toes. One doctor told me I needed steel supports 
for my arches and another told me I did not 
have fallen arches, but advised putting some- 
thing between the toes to separate them. I would 
appreciate your advice.” 

ANSWER: You might try soaking the feet 
in hot water, to which Epsom salts have been 
added, for thirty minutes at a time, twice daily. 
This should make it easy to remove the corns. 
Continue the hot water treatment and massage 
your feet afterward with cold cream or cocoa- 
butier. Without examining the feet I have no 
way of knowing the condition of the arches. 
Probably you have not been wearing the right 
type of shoe. I suggest that you try to find one 
which allows the toes plenty of room, prefer- 
ably one which is straight on the inner edge, 
so that the big toe points straight ahead instead 
of being crowded against the other toes. If your 
trouble continues, see your chiropodist.

In such a situation it becomes essential to 
establish safeguards, and in the absence of for- 
mal constitutional privileges, the Federal gov- 
ernment becomes the proper instrument to en- 
sure the preservation of freedom., The assault 
on the press and on the right of public meeting 
has sprung up in the governments of two prov- 
inces, widely separated, each one of which for 
special reasons of its own seeks to restrict the 
exercise of a privilege whose adequate function- 
ing is essential to democratic government. But 
there is no doubt whatever that these laws do 
not command the support of a majority cpinion 
in Canada. Canadians realize what it means to 
them if such laws become general. They know 
as well that the rights of Canadians as such 
over-ride the privileges enjoyed by Canadians 
in their capacity as provincial citizens. 

The responsibility that lies upon the Domin- 
ion government is therefore very great. Its 
power of disallowance is relatively unimport- 
ant insofar as provincial laws are concerned 
which are merely ultra vires. In such cases 
there rests an adequate appeal to the courts. 
But it is in other fields, where the fundamental 
liberties of the citizens are threatened by laws 
legally passed by provincial legislatures, that 
the danger lies, It is at such points that a cour- 
ageous stand by the Dominion government is 
most needed, and no one need fear that any 
disallowance firmly based upon the need of pre- 
serving liberty will meet with any tide of dis- 
approval from the Canadian people as a whole.

To put it as briefly as possible, 
Britain always has an adverse 
merchandise balance of foreign 
trade, that is, she always imports 
much more than she exports. With- 
in certain limits this is expected. 
The excess goods represent pay- 
ments for shipping and other ser- 
vices and returns on investments 
abroad. 

It is, of course, good business. 
Before the war, Great Britain was 
sending capital abroad at the rate 
of about $750,000,000 a year. Be it 
remembered that this capital did 
not leave the country in the form 
of gold or currency; it went out 
in goods. Money borrowed for an 
Argentine railway, for instance. 
took the form of rails, locomotives 
and other commodities. The inter- 
est on the loan came back as beef, 
grain and so forth. 

Now the balance of trade last 
year was adverse to the extent of 
$1,739,000,000 and was proportion- 
ately greater during the first nine 
months of 1937, being $1,484,000,000 
This can be accounted for only in 
part by payments for services and 
returns on investments. The re- 
mainder consists of capital coming 
back to the country in redemption 
of former borrowings.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

One hundred years ago today, on 
Nov. 23, 1837, came the first battle 
in the rebellion in Lower Canada, 
| that of St, Denis. After the riot in 
| Montreal between the Sons of Lib- 
| erty and the Dorics, Sir John Col- 
| borne had declared martial law 
| and had issued warrants for the ar- 
rest of L. J. Papineau and his lead- 
ing associates. This was met by a 
determination by the “Patriots” to 
resist, with arms. A detachment of 
cavalry, under Lieut, Ermatinger, 
which had been sent to Boucher- 
ville to arrest two leading citizens 
was held up as it sought to return 
to Montreal with its prisoners, and 
forced to retreat, leaving the pris- 
oners behind. This made Colborne 
more determined than ever, and he 
dispatched a large military force to 
the Richelieu district, where Wol- 
fred Nelson had gathered his forces 
at St. Denis. Two brigades were 
|formed under Col. Gore and Col. 
| Wetherall. Gore made for St. 

Denis, intending to demand sur- 
| render, and only if that failed to 
| resort to attack. But, unfortunate- 

ly, for his plans, Lieut. Weir, who 
j had been sent from Montreal with 
| dispatches, arrived at St. Denis be- 
fore the troops and was captured 
by Wolfred Nelson. Thus fore- 
warned, Nelson acted promptly, He 
| set his son and a pupil to making 
| bullets,. made a reconn@issance him- 
self, ascertained thet the troops 
were near, and returned to St. 
Denis, where he ordered the de- 
molition of the bridges, had the 
church bells rung and soon had a 
force of 500 habitants at his com- 
}mand, mostly “armed” with picks, 
forks and cudgels, but ready to 
meet men who had fought at Wat- 
erloo. 

Nelson placed the men who had 
| muskets in a stone house which the 
troops would have to pass; others 
were in a distillery nearby, while 
those without arms were around 
the church, instructed to rush the 
|troops when a signal was given. 
| As fate would have it, while Nelson 
| was instructing his small force, two 
of them were cut down by shots 
from Gore’s cannon. It is but fair 
to say that the first shots had been 
fired by “Patriot” pickets, and that 
)1t was not until two of his men had 
| been killed that he ordered the 
artillery attack. 

A shot of iron hail killed four 
of the defenders of the “fortress* 
and made a hole in the upper walls, 
whereupon Nelson ordered his men 
to descend and from the lower 
| floors through openings in the walls 
| they carried on vigorous sniping of 
the soldiers. The fighting continu- 
ed all day, and finally, late in the 
afternoon, Gore, seeing that his em- 
munition was running low, decided 
to retire. He got his troops across 
a bridge, but then the horses got 
mired, and -he was compelled to 
spike and abandon his gun and 
throw his ammunition into the 
river. And then he retreated, pur- 
sued by the Patriots, who captured 
several of the soldiers and took 
them prisoners to Dr. Nelson,. The 
French-Canadian loss reached 123 
killed; there is a dispute as to the 
casualties among the soldiers, Gore 
clezimed that only six’ were killed, 
but it was reported that when the 
roll was called at Sorel that night 
106 failed to respond; and the hab- 
itants claimed to have found 30 
dead bodies in scarlet. Six wounded 
soldiers were taken to St. Denis 
and cared for by young ladies, who 
bound their wounds and treated 
them with much kindness, a fact 
which did Nelson no harm later on. 
Lieut. Weir tried to escape while 
being carried to a place of safety 
and was shot, 

Nelson and George Etienne Car- 
tier made attempts to defend St. 
Charles in the event of a second at- 
tack, but when the parish priest 
urged his people to lay down their 
arms and surrender and avert a 
great disaster, Nelson and Cartier 
both left and found refuge in Ver- 
mont. Méanwhile the battle of St. 
Charles had been fought with dis- 
aster to the Patriots, a story which 
will be told on Nov. 25.

In nine homes out of ten the hus- 
bands and wives and parent and children are just as little acquainted | 
with each other as if they were strangers who did not speak each other's | 
language and who were meeting for the first time. 


It seems impossible, but it is true, that men and women can live 
together in the intimacy of married life for fifty years without ever 
understanding each other, or getting the slightest inkling of what 
motivates each other and makes them do what they do. It is an even 
more incredible fact that parents can bear chi 
maturity and know less about them than they do about the office

out about each other is their worst points.

Why this should be the case, it is hard to say. Perhaps the family | 
circle is so small that we are too close to the members of our household | 
to get a perspective on their various characteristics.

For one thing, it is the explan- 
ation why domestic life is so dull and why an evening at home is gener- | 
ally either a scrapping match or gobs of silence so thick you could cut 
it with a knife. The husband and wife are no% familiar enough with 
each other's pet préjudices to keep from stepping on each other's toes, | 
so they actually dare not begin a conversation for fear of starting some- 
thing. And they know so little of their children's interests and activi- 
ties that they are dumb in their presence. When the average mother 
and father get through saying “don't” to their children and admonishing | 
them to be good and study hard they have nothing further to say to them, | 


Most of the marriages that are failures are the result of husbands | 
and wives never getting to know each other. The wife doesn't know 
her husband well enough to realize that the reason he doesn't pay her 
compliments and tell her how wonderful she is and how much he loves | 
her is just because he is of a repressed nature and, as Barrie said of | 
himself, “Has to wrap his legs around a table before he can even write| 
‘darling’.” He thinks he proves his love by working himself to death | 
to make her comfortable. 


The husband isn’t sufficiently acquainted with his wife to know! 
that the reason she is disgruntled and dissatisfied, peevish and com- 
plaining is just because she is begging to have a fuss made over her| 
and be told what a wonderful housekeeper she is; how her husband 
would be on Poverty Flat instead of Easy Street except for her| 
marvelous management. 


The reason there are so many male and female philanderers and so 
much divorce is because so many lonely, heart-hungry men and women 
are hunting for mates who will understand them and who won't stay 
perpetual strangers to them.
